Diefenbaker  in  fact  who  through  all  four  elections 
from  1957  onwards,  more  than  the  Conservative  Party 
itself,  won  the  public  support  that  was  forthcoming. 

And  it  may  be  noted  that  even  though  Mr.  Pearson 
will  now  taka  ovor  the  helm  of  government  he  also 
Old  not  receive  A  majority  mandate  from  the  electorate. 

Mr.  Diefenbaker  has  taken  the  opportunity  to 
point  out  that  eight  previous  prime  ministers  served 
later  as  opposition  leader — which  Is  the  norm  of  our 
political  system — and  that  two  of  these  became  prime 
ministers  again.  While  the  future  is  always  uncertain 
he  has  sat  this  latter  goal  (or  himself. 

How  serious  he  is  oh  this  point  remains  to  be 
seen,  for  if  they  play  their  cords  right  the  Liberals

■kill  in  athletics  or  an  outstanding  performance  in 
mimic,  art  or  dancing;  It  creates  a  false  rerae  of  valuss; 
the  winner’s  whole  personality  may  be  endangered  by 
press  accounts  and  "cheesecake”  pictures,  public  cere- 
monlqa.  expensive  and  extravagant  gifts,  money  prizes 
and  lavish  holiday  trips;  participating  businesses  are 
not  Interested  In  the  contestant  beyond  her  usefulness 
in  advertising  their  products,  and  it  is  a  form  of  ex¬ 
ploitation  of  youth. 

Though  Mr.  Gough's  judgments  are  deservedly 
held  in  high  regard  in  this  community,  his  words  on 
this  occasion  are  likely  to  lead  to  some  misconception 
-  as  to  the  declared  purpose  of  the  Miss  Victoria  contest. 

In  the  first  place  it  should  be  noted  that  the  com¬ 
petition  la  not  entirely  based  upon  the  bathing  suit 
qualities  of  the  contestant  as  la  implied  by  Mr.  Gough. 

According  to  the  rules  the  entrants  will  be  judged 
not  only  on  beauty  of  fare  and  figure  but  also  on  per¬ 
sonality,  poise,  talent  and  intellect  In  equal  proportion*. 

The  competitors  must  all  be  over  the  age  of  18. 
have  the  educational  equivalent  of  completed  grade 
eleven,  be  of  good  character  and  possessing  talent  hi 
the  field  of  art.  singing,  dancing,  playing  a  musical 
instrument,  dramatic  readings  or  dress  designing.  Each 
must  also  guarantee  that  she  will  not  give  any  verbal 
or  written  endorsement  of  any  mercantile  commodity. 

The  declared  aim  of  the  Victoria  Junior  Chamber 
of  Commerce  which  sponsors  the  Miss  Victoria  contest 
Is  to  give  the  entrants  the  opportunity  of  developing 
their  personalities,  self  confidence,  grace  and  poise, 
recogniring  and  developing  their  talents,  making  new 
friends  among  the  young  women  of  their  community, 
affording  them  the  chance  of  meeting  many  outstand¬ 
ing  civic  personalities,  and  learning  a  valuable  lesaon 
in  good  sportsmanship  by  winning  or  losing  gracefully. 

Surely  these  objectives  are  not  sufficient  to  bring 
dawn  the  displeasure  of  the  local  populace  upon  the 
contest's  sponsors.  Rather  should  they  be  commended 
for  showing  the  interest  they  have  In  the  youth  of

He  notes  that  while  labor 
unanimously  accepts  tha 
concept  of  shorter  hours 
producing  more  jobs,  “no 
authoritative  agency  has 
produced  statistics  to  bolster 
or  substantiate  the  shorter 
hours  equals  more  jobs  for 
mula." 

"The  40-hour  week  is  no 
guarantee  against  automa¬ 


tion  inroads  and  Is  not  a  pre¬ 
ventive  to  economic  stagna¬ 
tion  that  creates  chronic  un¬ 
employment  pools,"  he  said. 
“Would  not  this  yardstick 
apiriy  to  the  35  or  30-hour 
week  aa  well?" 

Mr.  Fenwick  feels  labor 
should  drop  the  trappings 
■bout  more  jobs  when  it 
asks  for  shorter  hours-  an 
argument  he  brands  as  “tilt¬ 
ing  with  windmills. " 

Instead.  It  should  come 
out  flatly  with  the  demand 
that  shorter  hours  are  need¬ 
ed  for  Canadians  to  enjoy 
a  fuller  life. 

“Unlike  the  Luddites  of  the 


19th  century  who  smashed 
machines  In  the  belief  they 
were  saving  jobs  for  work¬ 
ers,  we  know  that  machines 
can  and  must  be  the  rtave 
of  man,"  he  said.  “Man  must 
atop  thinking  of  himself  as 
a  slave  lo  the  machine." 

The  Fenwick  formula  for 
labor  la  I  hat  Irada  unions 
must  deralap  leisure  pro¬ 
grams  for  workers  arm  in 
arm  with  national  planning 
by  labor  -  management  -  gov¬ 
ernment'  to  solve  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  automation.

Having  disregarded  hard 
work  as  a  virtue.  Mr.  Fen¬ 
wick  sees  moonRghllng,  sr 
holding  a  second  job,  a  mat¬ 
ter  of'  Individual  choice 
rather  than  of  ethics  or 
morals. 

"Whether  he  chooses  to 
take  a  university  course, 
build  furniture  for  hia  home, 
explore  the  vices  from  which 
work  Is  supposed  to  save 
him  or  work  at  another 
lucrative  job  is  a  man's  own 
business,"  he  mkl. 


While  the  Fenwick  for¬ 
mula  may  seem  radical,  the 
question  of  leisure  is  be¬ 
coming  an  Increasingly  Im¬ 
portant  problem  for  Indus¬ 
trial  society.

Thin,  Repeat  Thin! 


By  M.  V.  CHFNNUT,  PH  HR 

There  are  times  when  1  gat  the 
ImpmnMun  that  everyone  hereabouts 
must  ha  raatabig  this  column-  Ilka 
whan  I'm  giving  away  (res  aaetto,  tor 
Instance.  And  thane  are  ottur  times 
when  I  am  Just  aa  aura  that  nobody 
at  all  reads  it— for  example,  whan  I 
go  wandering  around  other  people's 
gardens  in  high  summer  and  see 
their  chimps  of  phlox  and  delphin¬ 
iums  and  Michaelmas  dairies  all  over¬ 
grown  and  congmtad,  starved  for 
light  and  elbow  room. 


I  ham  been  preaching  the  gospel 
ef  thinning  out  the  pssvnnlal  shoots 
now  lor  a  good  many  yean,  hut  I 
don't  seem  to  have  bean  very  morass 
ful  In  getting  tha  Idas  across. 

Every  Spring,  moat  of  our  peren¬ 
nial  plants  push  up  far  more  shoota 
than  thetr  roots  can  support  In  com¬ 
fort  If  showed  to  go  their  oara  sray, 
growth  will  be  rangeetad,  stems  win 
be  thin  and  spindly,  and  flowers  will 
be  small  and  poorly  lamed. 

While  the  growth  to  still  young 
and  tender,  all  tha  weaker  shoots 
should  be  removed,  pulling  them 
deadly  from  thMr  baas  with  a  twist¬ 


ing  Jerk.  Tha  remaining  taioota— you 
tan  only  the  healthiest,  stoutest  end 
moat  vigorous— will  give  surprising 
displays  of  bloom  under  these  lass 
competitive  conditions. 

*  e  • 

I  can't  tell  yuu  how  many  shoots 
to  destroy  and  how  many  to  retain, 
for  this  will  depend  on  the  kind  of 
plant,  tha  aga  of  tha  clump,  tha  de¬ 
gree  of  congestion,  and  many  other 
factors.  A  reasonably  good  rule  of 
thumb,  though,  would  be  to  retain 
only  one-third  of  the  forest  of  shoots 
on  congested  spadmana,  always 
selecting  the  strongest  and  stoutaet 
and  dtacerring  the  weak  sis  tors. 

I  guess  I  have  a  bit  of  a  phobta 
In  regard  to  this  thinning  buslueni 
my  friends  MI  mo  I  am  overly  drastic 
with  my  planfa—but  It  hits  me  where 
it  hurts  to  sag  the  pedigreed  aristo¬ 
crats  of  tha  peraimial  border  trying 
to  scrape  a  bars  extotenoa  under 
crowded  alum- Uke  conditions. 

*  *  * 

After  my  dumps  have  been 
thinned.  I  tilto  to  dig  a  Uttla  branch 
around  tha  outer  edge  of  the  plant 
with  my  hand  trowel,  scraping  away 
the  old  soil  until  the  roota  can  be 
seen.  Into  this  trench  la  poured  a 


bucket  of  "Planter's  Punch" — my 
wife  a  name  for  a  weak  fertilizer 
■okstioct  wa  use  on  practically  every¬ 
thing.  When  this  liquid  bed  drains 
away,  the  little  branch  to  filled  in 
with  a  mixture  of  past  mass  and 
claan,  sweet  garden  loam.  New  roota 
push  rigorously  into  tha  ring  of  fresh 
soil,  and  tha  plant  Jumps  ahead  In  a 
meat  gratifying  fariikm.

Thin ,  Repeat  Thin!

There  are  ttom  whan  I  gat  the 
tanpraarion  that  everyone  iMreaboute 
must  be  madteg  tills  column— like 
when  I’m  giving  away  tree  see  (to,  for 
Instance.  And  there  are  other  times 
whan  I  am  June  aa  sure  that  nobody 
at  all  reads  It— for  example,  when  I 
go  wandering  around  other  people’s 
gardens  In  high  rammer  and  see 
their  dumps  of  phlox  and  delphin¬ 
iums  and  Mbhashim  daisies  all  over¬ 
grown  and  oongtetad,  starved  for 
tight  and  si  bow  room.

I  have  bewi  preaching  the  gospel 
of  thinning  out  the  perennial  shoots 
now  for  a  good  many  yean,  but  I 
don’t  seem  to  have  bean  vary  success 
ful  in  getting  the  Idea  boom.
